COYOTES:- This year farmers 
are faced with the problem of 
whether or not they should protect 
coyates, says J. B. Gurba, super- 
visor of Crop Protection Service 
and Pest Control. 

In many districts farmers are 
siavting their winter campaign to 
control coyotes. This year, thous- 
ands of acres of unharvested crops 
will remain out over winter in 
many districts. 

Under these conditions, mouse 
populations are sure to multiply 
and very likely will do considerable 
damage to swaths and stooks. 
Rabbits, mice and other rodents 
are natural food for coyotes; part- 
ticularly where considerable crop 
will remain over-winter, the coyote 
may prove q useful predator. 

Your Agricultural Service Board 
has decided after careful consider- 
ation, that it will place several 1080 
baits in selected locations where 
there is a definite need of reducing 
coyote population. It has been 
able to seaure severa) baits from 
an adjoining municipality and they 
will be placed very shortly. 

The ‘“1080" compound is a very 
poteent poison and is one that is 
more or less selective to the canine 
population such as coyotes, foxes, 
wolves and dogs. It takes only '%4 
pound of this poisoned horse meat 
to finish off a coyote. 

This poison is used only in the 
winter time so that the meat of the 
bait will remain frozen and the 
coyote will have to spend some time 
in gnawing out his one-quarter 
pound of meat, by which time the 
poison will be at work; the coyote 
will stop feeding and will soon be 
dead
